During the greater part of the time he had been in a stats 


of coma, but after nearly 4S hour* of unconsciousness he aroused for a 
time to take a little nourishment and recognized persons in the room. 


The hope that revived for a time faded, however, as he lapsed again 


into unconsciousness and gradually grew weaker. Never, from the outset, 
did his physicians offer encouragement in their bulletins. 
They did however, comment upon 


the vitality that enabled him to live 
on for four days when death was «x- 
oected momentarily. The illness that
